"Front then on her possessions in- 
creased rapidly. , Though barred, i» 
wore ali European powers, from 
further expansion in America by the 
Monroe Doctrine, she obtained colon- 
ies in every other leglon of the worl.l. 
In Asia she made further annexations 
In India and In the Pacific Islands. In 
Africa she acquired vast new colo.i 
les." ho continued. 

"Tho Kapo'eonIc Wars, which gavj 
England a great colonial empire, dc- 
IT'vcd l-'rancc of hers. However, si--' 
soon began a new ciniiire in Africa. 
Annexing Algiers and Tunis, slu 
pushed her way into the Interior un- 
111 her ompiro .slretchfd from Ihe 
Slediterruncan to Ihe Gulf of Gulne.t 
and from the Atl,iiit!c in liîîypl.

Praclicnily a.ll tli'j important cities 
ot tlio world, the opc.^ker iioiiited 
out. were- situated near water, e'ltlier 
in the form ot lake, river or tho open 
sea. Older cities had taken t'.ie full- 
est advantage of tho ^vatcr fe.xturcs 
available, turning them Into things 
ot great beauty and attractions for 
tourists and visitors aj well as a 
Iileasure for resident.--. Many cities on 
the American continent since tiie 
war had come to realize that money 
si>ont in this way was well invested, 
and were carrying out water front 
ombclltshmcnts o( considerable im- 
portance. 

Have Obstacles 

"Maritime cities havo additional 
obstacles to overcome in t'.ic form of 
tidal waves. Those facing the ocean 
.arc frequently compelled to erect 
Immense brcaljwaters lo v.iiiitand 
tho sweep (if tiie waves, v.li:lo o-lhers 
liko ].,eiilii3-ia J are biili; ujion piei-a 
sunk into the swampy ground wlilch 
lies below t'lo level of the sea. Some 
municipal cities like Venice are built 
entirely upon Islands," the speaker 
dpclarcd. 

"Now- York City has spent a mil- 
lion and a liait on plans for civic 
improvement In the last four or five 
j-ears. AVhen all Uie work Is com- 
pleted the shores of tho Hudson lUver 
will repi-e.-ient a magnificent spectacle.

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For Future Peace 

WE have already written more than 
once on the Naval Di.sarmament 
Conference in London and although vre do 
-not as a rule attempt to enter the political 
field the letter from Louisiana Stale I ni- 
versity printad in a previous issue of the 
Daily calls for remark. The letter' asks 
that all universities comliinc in sending 
resolutions to the Niival Gonfercnco urg- 
ing that the delegates bring their deliber- 
ations to a succes.sful conclusion. It con- 
tinues urging McGill to take the lead in 
encouraging univcr.sities in Canada and 
other British Dominions to supporting the 
resolution sent by the Louisiana students. 
' It is the -wish of most people in the 
■world who abhor bloodshed and other con- 
sequences of war that the Coni^rcnce be a 
success. Although the reduction in naval 
:«xmBments would not in itself assure the 
•world of permanent -peace yet it would be 
* igreat step forward and might eventual- 
y lead to the establishment of this desire- 
able condition. Accordingly it is the duty 
of all peace-minded people to do all they 
can ±0 furtlier the success of the Confer- 



SFmay say that resolutions sent by 
universities will not have much weight in 
:aedding the iioint.'^ at i.ssue. Many of the 
students in univer.sitieK are s1.ill minors 
and their opinions are not worth anything 
(politically. Foi- this reason the delegates, 
they say, would pas.^ over the resolutions 
Axnthout giving them a second thought. 
We, however, think diffej'ently, 

B.V sending these resolutions to Lon- 
don the uniA'er.sities will have established 
their position a? firmly in favor of a re- 
duction in naval aimaments. And al-

Our Progress 

IN general, Ave moderns are inclined to 
look upon oui'selves as !)ai'agon.s of 
progress and prone to pat our.selxe.s 
on the back for the woi"k wc Jiave done 
*nd the way Ave Jiave left all ignorance 
behind. In our self-congratulation Ave aj'e 
lieikiie to forget that Ave have not actually 
progressed very fai* and that relatively 
other people of otiier civilisations had far 
surpassed us in theij- achievements. The 
civilization of the Greeks for instance, 
Avas based on slavej-,\- and on the average 
each Greek had three slaves. On a basis of 
three slaves each the ancient Greeks 
achieved, pei'haps more than any othei' 
people have befoie or since. What could 
modern people do on .such a basis? A.ssur- 
edly not much 1 

Three slaves can be counted as equival- 
ent to three man-powei-. But one horse- 
power is i-oughly equal to five man-powei- 
■and so the Gj'eeks had to sei-ve them oiily 
..three-fifths of a hoi-.se-powei'. Now let us 
, BCC what we modei-n.s have to .sei've U.S. At 
the most consei-vative estimate Canadians 
have, b.v means of olecti-icity, about 35 
horse-power to each man. Thu;; Canadians 
,are about 25 times bettej- off than the 
;Greeks Avere. Ai'guiug logically from tliis 
jCanftdiaus sliould do niucli more tlian tJie 
Xîreekfi did. i\iid Av^iien we consider llie 
\^umber of Canadians in a'elatiun to the 
aiumbcr of Greeks the intellectual Avork 
tliat ahould have been done by the Can- 
adi^ius is stiiggeiuiig. Also since the Avorld 
as a whole is much better off than tiie 
/Greeks Avere the amount of j^j'ogress that 
should have taken place is thousands of 
times as gj-eat as the lU'ogress which the 
Greeks m^e. 

When, however, Ave come to considex' 
the pi'ogress which we liave ina^e 
jPared to tlmt of the Greeks Ave find ■that 
really is very little. It is true we have 
jggû:. aex^ pur skysc/ap-

Three difficulties at onc« arosf 
about tho second legacy. In the flr3t 
place, £10,000 was not enough to en- 
dow ft fvill-linie professorial chair; 
secondly, lucdicino is not taught at 
University Collège, but at I'nivcr.iity 
College Hospital and Medical School, 
whence that subject was transferod 
by th« "University College, London, 
Transfer Act"; thirdly, and most de- 
cisively, the condition attaching to the 
legacy could not conceivably ba 
accepted. 

Samuel ITahnemann -waji the Ger 
man physcîan who, more than a cent- 
urjr ago, formulated tho principle 
which ho called homoeopathy, ths 
"law ot similars" (slmllla slmiUbuj 
curantur or curentur — that Is, dis- 
eases are, or should be, cnred by thofe 
drugs -which produce the similar thing 
to the (1i<h:3s-> it gl'.'en to heal'hy 
subjects).

0f most of us to an esaminatioii can 
securely be termed a scliolarly or- 
ganizing of knowledge. 

Admitting that the examination 
system is an evil, wliul Kubstltute 
can l>e proposed? AVe wl.'-h to lecoui- 
ncnd the following plan— already 
tried on a etnali ecalc and found auc- 
cc3«Cul. — In courses where it ia pos- 
sible, let sludenta write and present 
a suminar}- paper at tho end of tlie 
demcHtcr, tiiie paper to contain ellhe!

attributed to a great extent to the 
training and influence, of the parents. 

Hampering with too much freedom 
and nione.Vj and Ftlntinp tiio child to 
make liiiii providf .-d! of the funds 
necessar.v f:": ji roUc^^o rduration arc; 
both bad practices, ho says. I'arcnts 
should not expect their sons to ex- 
hibit qualities ot will, mind or physi- 
que which they could not cxlilblt. 
Dean Clarke says V 

"There are a good many parents 
who fall for tlio liokuni that it i.s only 
those undergraduates who work 
their way tjuough college who ever 
amount to much afterwards, when 
the real facts arc that a good jier- 
centage ot ficso who make ' tho at- 
tempt (dllier fall signally or have to 
be ^.''.jsfi'd irj do <'oinni'/ni>I.'L(.-o woii\. 
It 1.'-: iiii uiiU.'.iKil iriaa only wiio can 
at tlic .same time do Iwu lliiiigs well. 
The work of collège is a man's work, 
and tho undergraduate can wisely 
give all his time to It."

AN AID TO STUDY 
(The Rochester Campui) 

In nn effort to reduce tho number 
ot f.iiUirea, Ohio .Stale University is 
Inaugurating a .-ïlx-hour course o: 
special instruction in how to study, 
compulsory for all freshmen on pio- 
b.itlon. 

AVhllo such nn ide,-. suggests high 
scliool melhodr, nnd theoretically 
should not bo noccss.i.ry for students 
of college grade, without doubt there 
are many who cou'd bcncr^t by such 
a course, and tho numbor of freshmen 
dropped from Ohio State should do- 
crea&e npp'cclably. It is amazing to 
discover the number of men and wo 
men who 'go through four years ot 
high school, and then enter col- 
lege, without the faintest notion of 
how to study. 

Jtariy 'of those who lack this train- 
ing get by somehow, but only by iiird 
work and long liours sjient poring 
over books, with a very, slight net 
gain as a return.' Others drop out 
not through a lack of native intelli- 
gence, but simply through a com- 
plete failure to comprehend the proper 
methods of turning facts nnd figures 
into oo-ordinated thoughts. ' 
• The blame for thîs may well bo put 
upon the high schools, for It should 
ibe their task to prepare boys and 
girls for further study. Unfortunate- 
ly, high schools today are interested 
more In showing concrete results, nnd 
the commercial courses taught there 
Becm to hav« changed the whole 
trend of teaching. Perhaps some 
day, we will have academic high 
f,r!.')ij'.«'. .«-PKI cfTHt'-'d f.-om tho other 
high schools as coinmorcial schools 
onco were, and Interested chiefly In 
preparing students for college. 

If such a system were In vogue 
perhaps tl.i- cnti'ilng f.-c-^lMn;ui woii'd 
know how to study, nnd could take 
up his collogo work without furtlie 
ado. As it is today, many are handi 
capped by lack of such knowledge, 
and 80 -v.istn time nnd energy which 
should be utilized for jnucli better 
lesultH tlaii .'Lro at present atlalnod 
As long as we must meet lliia situa 
tion, any training a college may cl«€ 
should bo of decldetl value, and we 
sha'l waUh the Ohio Slate cxperi 
ment with inlctost.
